In October, 1907, of Second Lieutenant 
James N. Sutton, of the United States 
marine corps, which verdict has been 
approved by the judge advocate gen- 
eral of the army and 
by Beckman 


WInthrop, assistant and acting secre- 
tary of the navy. 


Officer Failed in Duty. 


The court also finds "That Lieuten- 


ant Utley failed In his "duty as senior 
officer 
present, under article 26G, 


United States navy regulations 1909. in 
permitting Lieutenant Sutton to run' 
away, and following Lieutenant Sut- 
ton. preventing his arming himself, by 
force, if necessary, and turning him 
over to the custody of the officer of 
the day. 
' 


"That Lieutenant Bevan, officer of 


the' guard failed in his duty as officer 
of the guard in not disarming Lieuten- 
ant Sutton by force, while In front of 
his (Button's) tent. 


"That Lieutenant "Willing, the of- 


ficer of the day, failed in his duty as 
officer of the day, in not immediately 
assisting by force in helping, to disarm 
Lieutenant Sutton when he arrived on 
the scene before the fatal shot was 
fired. 


Mother's Charges Imaginary. 


"That the charges of wilful murder 


and conspiracy to conceal it made by 
the complainant, Mrs. Sutton, mother 
of Lieutenant Sutton, are purely im- 


• aginary and unsupported by a shadow 
of evidence, truth or reason. 


"The court.- recommends, however, 


"that in" view'of the youth and 'decided 


inexperience 
of Lieutenants Utley, 


Willing and Bevan at the time, a.nd-of 
the altogether unusual conditions of 
excitement, threats and danger during 
the aforementioned fray, that no fur- 
ther proceedings be taken.' 


Acting Secretary's 'Approval. 


In approving the findings and recom- 


mendations of the court and the judge 
idvocate 
general, Acting Secretary 


Winthrop says: 


"By its concurrence in the opinion of 


the court the department indicates its 
thorough disapproval of the lax state 
of discipline shown by the evidence to 
have existed at the marine school of 
application .prior to, and at the time 
of the death of Lieutenant Button."

Canea, Island of Crete. Aug. 18. 


A well directed shot fired by one of the 
parties of blue jackets 
landed this 


morning from the international squad- 
ron anchored in-Canea harbor, brought 
down the flag stuff.of the Canea fort 
and with It the Greek flag that has 
threatened to bring about war between 
Turkey and Greece. 'A combined land- 
ing party composed of detachments 
from .the ships of the four protecting 
powers was sent ashore before sunrise 
today, .and the task of removing the 
Hellenic emblem was carried out In a 
few minutes without any attempt at 
interference on the'part of the island- 
ers. 


Guards Are Left. 


Most of the Dlue jackets then return- 


ed to their ships, but 'small detach- 
ments representing each of the four 
powers were left behind in occupation 
of the bastion of'the-fortress to pre- 
vent any attempt on the part of the 
Cretans to raise another flag. Cretan 
gendarmes have'been'posted through- 
out Canea to maintain order. 


A landing party from the battleships 


Italy and 
France,

Crete, who evacuated the island July 
27 last, came ashore before sunrise, 
proceeded to the fort over which the 
flag was flying and

Cretans Were Warned. 


The foreign consuls at Canea noti- 


fied the Cretan government that the 
Greek flag would be hauled down this 
morning and they warned the gov- 
ernment that irreparable consequences 
would follow any attack upon the In- 
ternational landing party. On receipt 
of this warning the Cretan author- 
ities issued an appeal to the people not 
to obstruct In any way the action of 
the powers..

American dreadnoughts, the Wyom- 
ing and Arkansas, authorized by con- 
gress,-took first shape at the navy de- 
partment today when bids for 'their 
construction were opened in the pres- 
ence .of numerous representatives of 
ship building firms anxious to obtain 
the contracts. 


These vessels are to cost 86,000,000, 


exclusive of their armament, are to 
make a high .rate of speed and are to 
be equipped throughout with the lat- 
est improvements in naval develop- 
ment. The vessels are to-be of 26,000 
tons each, the largest ever construct- 
ed by the American naval establish- 
ment, the increase in tonnage in this 
class of vessels being from 20,000, the 
size of the original American Dread- 
noughts, the Delaware and the North 
Dakota. 


The Utah, now under construction 


by the New Tork Shipbuilding com- 
pany, the Florida, now being built a t 
the New Tork navy yard, are the two 
remaining dreadnoughts, their tonnage 
being 22,000.

Railway Head Yoakum Says 


Grain Fields are Strong- 


er Than Warships 


Shawnee, Ofcla., Aug. 18.—B. F. 


Yoakum. chairman of the Rock Island 
system, yesterday contended that the 
railroads were the best friends of the 
farmer and that a partnership between 
the two was the best aid to the inter- 
ests of both. Mr. Yoakum was speak- 
ing before the Farmers' union of Ok- 
lahoma. 


Mr. Yoakum declared the organiza- 


tion of .many .lines under one system 
would result primarily in profit to the 
farmer through the better handling of 
his products. He took occasion to op- 
pose the proposal for the enactment of 
a law to prevent one railroad controll- 
ing another through the ownership of 
its stock. 


The speaker scored what he termed 


the "extravagance" In the conduct of 
the army and navy. He declared mil- 
lions of dollars now are being wasted 
on armament which is not needed, the 
crops ot the United States giving it a 
better defense than would be given by 
the biggest of armies or navies. 


He also voiced his opposition to the 


management 
of 
the 
nation's 
deep 


waterways, declaring that, considering 
the initial cost through taxation to de- 
fray the construction of the ship chan- 
nels, the producer would pay more for 
water transportation than for rail. 


Urge* Farmers to Organize. 


Mr. Yoakum began by urging the 


farmers to organize. "I believe in or- 
ganization." he said. 
"It is the only 


way. to accomplish good results. 
This 


is a nation of organized interests, and 
under proper management the country 
is better oft because of them. When 
your products leave you they are taken 
by the railroads, which are organized. 
They then go to the manufacturers, 
who are organized, and when they 
reach you again as a finished product 
they come from mercantile organiza- 
tions. The producers of all this great 
wealth (and wealth producing pro- 
ducts) represent the only link in the 
chain that Is not strongly and concrete- 
ly organized." 


Turning to what he termed th£ "po- 


litical extravagance" in the United 
States, Mr. Yoakum spoke of the 
waterways under control of the, nation. 


"Herbert Knox Smith of the depart- 


ment of commerce and labor, In a re- 
cent report says that this government 
has built about 4,500 miles of canals 
and that more than half, costing over 
$86,000,000, has been abandoned," he 
said. "This means $80,000,000 of wast- 
ed monev. 


"The 
United 
States 
government 


nineteen' years ago commenced the 
construction of the Illinois and Miss- 
issippi canal. Its length is' seventy- 
five miles and it has cost to date, with 
Interest at 3 per cent, over $9,000,000— 
$120,000 per mile. 
To maintain this 


canal in its' present useless condition 
costs the-country.'s taxpayers "$90,000 a 
year exclusive of interest on the invest- 
ment, A freight boat never haa passed 
through it. 


Sees Waste of $225,000,000. 


"The government.has expended ap- 


proximately $225,000,000 on the. Im- 
provement of the Mississippi river and 
Us tributaries. The tonnage handled 
over the waters of the Mississippi last 
year was one-third less than it was 


la thr*e states. Today It js composed 
of twenty-eight railroads, rendering: 
good service In eleven states. If a ship- 
ment of live stock or perishable prod- 
ucts is delivered to a railroad on the 
gulf of Mexico or the Pacific coast, 
destined to Chicago, that shipment Is 
under the control and responsibility 
of that railroad from point of ship- 
ment to market. 
This tould not be 


done if the shipment were transferred 
three or four times between the point 
where It originated and • Its destina- 
tion. 


"The large systems can help the 


farmers in marketing their products, 
but to do so to the best advantage 
must be supported by the farmers in 
asking that this Important instrument 
of commerce be not disturbed In Us 
efficiency to serve them best both In 
transportation and in market aid, and 
that untried political theories be not 
allowed to be Injected Into the laws 
of our country."
